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SPAC RulesMayl] Elections Void; 


New Elections Scheduled May 22 


The May Ist student body elec- 
tion was voided by the Student 
Personnel Advisory Committee 
(SPAC), in response to chal- 
lenges made by Chief Justice 
(now designated by SPAC as 
acting-Prime Minister) Tom 
Culala, Justice Glen Morris and 
Barbara McClair, who was a 
candidate for the House of Com- 
mons, 

The vote was five to zero 
with one abstaination. 

SPAC also ruled that new elec- 
tions be scheduled May 22. 


The decision invalidated the 
election of nine persons anlim- 
mediately disqualified the run- 
off presidential election between 
Kathleen Fernandez and Tom 
Culala. The decision also in- 
validated the results of the five 
propositions listed on the ballot 
(all which were passed by stu- 
dents) which included lowering 
the price of cokes from 15 cents 
to 10 cents, lower the price of 
ASMPC cards from $15 to 10 
cents and replacing the present 
parliament form of student 


Rodriguez Breaks JC 
National Swim Records 


MPC swim Star Bill Rodri- 
guez turned in a spectacular 
one-man effort by breaking three 
national records at the Califor- 
nia Junior College Association’s 
Swimming and Diving Champion- 
ships at Foothill College May 
3-3. 

Rodriguez captured national 
records in the 200-yard indi- 
vidual medley, 100 butterfly and 
200 butterfly races, 

Diablo Valley College won the 
team title with 304 points. Plac- 
ing second was Foothill College 
with 277. MPC placed tenth 
with all of their 48 points com- 
ing from Rodriguez. 

Rodriguez came out stroking 
in the first day ofthe Champion- 
ships by posting time of 1:57.7 
in the qualifying heats for the 
200-yard individual medley. But 
just five minutes later, Bill 
Clarity of Diablo Valley College 
nipped Rodriguez’s record by 
a tenth of a second. 

The finals turned into a tight 
match between the two. It was 
not until the last lap when Rod- 
riguez forged ahead to winagain 
in record time. His final time 
of 1:56.5 broke an eight year 
old national standard set py 
Greg Buckingham of San Mateo, 
with a 1:58.4 mark. 

MPC’s 400 Medley relay team 
placed thirteenth, with Brad 
Harris and Larry Jung turning 


in lite time bests. Jim Dick- 
inson broke an MPC School re- 
cord in the 50U-yard freestyle 
with a time of 5:08.5, snapping 
a 95:08.8 mark set by Randy 
Harris.in97 |, 

The second day of the cham- 
pionships brought with it Rod- 
riguez’s second national record. 
This time he cracked his own 
record of :51.3, which was set 
in last years state meet, with 
a time of ;:51.1 in the qualify- 
ing heats for the 100-yard but- 
tertly event.

Their charges 
specifically mentioned Culala’s 
opponent in the May | election, 
Kathleen Fernandez andalso ane 
ther candidate, Margaret Schimd 
for violating one of the election 
codes. 

Justice Michael McDaniel, who 
headed the committee which con- 
ducted the elections cit May 
Ist, opposed the Culala-Morris 
challenge, commenting _ that 
“‘Culala is acting as lawyer, 
victim, judge and prosecutor, 
all at the same time. He’s 
making charges and trying them 


on his own.”’ 
Culala stated that he did not 


void the elections but only ex- 
ercised his right to file a com- 
plaint. 

Barbara McClair contested the 
elections on different grounds, 
Stating that ‘“‘there was no pub- 
licity about the offices or the 


elections jtself,’’

He 
stated, ‘‘I feel that Mr. Night- 
ingale is a really fine teacher 
for upper division courses, but 
he fails on the community col- 
lege level in regards to the wide 
variety of students and apti- 
tudes.’

ASCCE Elects 
Polhammer for 
Academic Senate 


Carl Pohlhammer, MPC Social 
Sciences Division chairman, has 
been elected president of the 
statewide Academic Senate for 
the California Community Cole 
leges (ASCCC) for the 1973-74 
school year. 

Pohlhammer was elected atthe 
close of the ASCCC’s annual 
Spring session held in Sacra- 
mento, April 28, 

The statewide Senate is the 
only organization that repre- 
sents the viewpoints of all the 
community college instructors. 
According to Pohlhammer, the 
organization, which represents 
10,000 teachers, has no ties 
with any other branch of educa- 
tion and is independent of the 
boards of trustees and college 
administrators. 

Pohlhammer teaches political 
science, history and geography 
at MPC and has taught here 
since 1965 after receiving his 
BA degree from San Jose State 
University. He received his MA 
from the University of Califor- 
nia. 


Nine—Bill Legislation Package Puts 
Tougher Controls on Air Polluters 


Assembly Speaker Bob Mor- 
etti announced his sponsorship 
of a nine-bill package of legis- 
lation to toughen and accelerate 
California’s air pollution con- 
tol efforts. ‘‘We have the most 
critical air pollution problem 
in the nation,’’ Moretti said. 
«Smog is still our number one 
environmental problem.’’ 

Moretti’s principal measure 
would create a single basinwide 
air pollution control board for 


the South Coast Air Basin, which 


includes Los Angeles, Ventura 
and Orange counties, as well 
as parts of Riverside, San Bern- 
ardino and Santa Barbara coun- 
ties, 

Moretti is also authoring a 
measure to stiffen fines against 
industrial plants which repeat- 
edly violate air pollution stand- 
ards. 
levied against large corporate 


‘‘The fines presently 


polluters amount to mere ‘pea- 
nuts’,’’ he said. 

Other bills in the anti-smog 
package are: a constitutional 
amendment to allow the use of 
gas tax monies for public tran- 
sit and air pollution control; 
a measure to institute a pilot 
motor vehicle inspection pro- 
gram and to require owners to 
maintain their autos in low emis- 
sion condition; and a bill to give 
the State Air Resources Board 
control over the use of gasoline 
additives. 

Also included is a bill to con- 
trol gasoline vapors emanating 
from gasoline service stations, 
two measures designed to in- 
crease public awareness of 
major polluters, and a bill to 
insure that motor vehicles are 
properly equipped with all pol- 
lution control devices required 
under iaw.

Reorganization Needed 
By MPC Government 


Primarily, the function of student government is to provide 
input from students to administrators. Student government is 
set up to ‘‘represent’’ students with a cover function of ‘‘leg- 
islating’’. There are few students naive enough to beliave that 
student government laws are imore than formal indicators to 
administrator or the Board of Trustees of what students want. 
However, student government is not recognized as a represent- 
ative body for student input by the majority of MP siudenis or 
administrators. Suffice it to say that student government provides 
input from a limited number of students. 


Currently student government does not attempt to obtain inputs 
Tt has been saying, ‘‘We are elected officials, 
here are OUR demands, these are the students’ demands.” Per- 
haps student government’s true purpose, since it cannot get 
the support of the majority of students and cannot represent 
their interests, should be to conduct surveys and interpret them 


from the students. 


for the administrators. 

The survey consists simply of passing out questionairs to groups 
of students that can be considered to be cross-sections of the 
student body. A Political Science 101 class would do the trick 
as would most of the General Education Requirement classes. 

It is expected that at least an equal number of night students 
(cross-sections, of course) would be included. Finally, there 
exists a group of students that are not necessarily interested 
in general education. This group should be surveyed by polling 
some of the classes to which they would most likely be attract- 
ed. Such a survey would only have to be done once a month so 
that results could be distributed at Board of Trustees meetings. 
If student goverament doesn’t do it, it can expect to maintain 
the stigma that it has had in the past. The administration could 
not be expected to do it because of the amount of work they have. 

Such a task is not easy for student government, but it would 
not be the waste of energy that it is now. Members of student 
government would have greater knowledge of students and how 
to operate effectively. The final decision is whether or not all 
of the students should be heard from by a representative group. 
The group is representative not by false elections, but by the 
solicitation of student opinions.

Judge Declares Junior College © Stokman and Fisher 
Recruiting Law Unconstitutional 


Judge Harry Brower threw out 
a state junior college atheletic 
recruting rule requiring stu- 
dents to sit out a year of Inter- 
collegiate sports if they attend 
a school outside their home, 
by declaring the rule unconsti- 
tutional. 

The case came about when 
Cabrillo College sought and ob- 
tained an injunction last fall, 
prohibiting any action to be taken 
against the school because of 
their use of out of district 
players in their conference 
games, 

As reported in a December 
edition of EL, YANQUI by guest 
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writer Alex Hulanicki, ‘‘The 
whole situation stems from a 
lawsuit brought against the Coast 
Conference two years ago by 
a student at Hartnell.” The 
student, Ron Kim, was a ser- 
vice veteran who moved to 

Salinas and wanted to play for 
Hartnell’s football team. Kim 
could not play, due to the ex- 
isting rule. 

Judge Brower, in a Six page 
opinion, said that‘‘Theregulation 
violates the US Constitution and 
state laws that have given eigh- 
teen year olds adulthood, in- 
cluding the ability to establish 
their own residency.”’ 


Lose in Round Two 
Of N. Calif. Tennis 


Coast (JC) Conference singles 
champion Mike Stokman lost in 
the second round of the North- 
ern California Junior College 
Tennis Tournament to Tim Mc- 
Neil of Canada College, 6-4 
6-3 last week to be eliminated
